MAIN FEATURES 
In May 1984, there were an estimated 2,484,000 persons (1,537,800 males and 946,200 females) fn 
the civfiltan labour force fn New South Wales, of whom 2,248,200 (1,391,600 males and 856,600 
females) were employed and 235,800 (146,200 males and 89,600 females were unemployed. (See Table 
1) 


The labour force participation rate was 60-4 per cent (males 76.1, married females 43.4, and all 
females 45.2) and the unemployment rate 9.5 per cent (males and all females 9.5, and married 
females 6-2). (See Table 1) The unemployment rate for persons aged 15 to 19 was 22.9 per cent 
(24.1 males and 21.6 females). (See Table 11) 


Stnce May 1983, the number of persons unemployed has falien by 30,800 (16,100 males and 14,700 
females) reductng the unemployment rate from 10.9 per cent to 9-5 per cent. In the same perfod 
the number of persons employed has risen by 65,500 (24,600 males and 40,900 females). (See Table 
1) 


The unemployment rate tn the Sydney Statistical Divisfon has remained consistently below that for 
the balance of New South Wales. In May 1984 the unemployment rate In the Sydney Statistical 
Divisfon was 8.7 per cent and fn the balance of New South Wales 10.9 per cent (10.3 and 12.1 per 
cent respectively fn May 1983). (See Tables 2 and 3) 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Te This publication contains estimates supplementary survey topics. From February 


relating to persons in the civilian Jabour 
force and to those persons not in the 
febour force. The estimates have been 
derived from the Jabour force survey 
component of the monthly population survey, 
which {$s conducted on a samp!e basis 
throughout Australia. 


2. Statistics simiiar to those contained 
tn Tables 1, 2 and 5 of this publication 
are published each month as they become 
available, in Monthly Summary of Statistics 
(1305.1) which Is available, on request, 
from this Office. Other data contained in 
this publication are also available each 
month (except for the occupation and 
industry detalis for employed persons, 
which are available only on a quarterly 
basis). {In addition, other unpublished 
data may also be available. These data, If 


required each month as they become 
available, may be obtained from this 
Office. 

3. The monthly population survey. This 


survey consists of the monthly jlabour force 
survey and in most months one or more 


1978, the survey has been conducted each 
month. Previously the survey was conducted 
In February, May, August, and November of 
each yeare The Informatton is obtained 
from the occupants of selected dwellings by 
carefully chosen and spectatly trained 
Interviewers. The interviews are generally 
conducted during the two weeks beginning on 
the Monday between the 6th and 12th of each 
months The Information obtalned relates to 
the week before the interview (lee. the 
survey week). 


4. Survey sample. The monthly population 
survey {s based on a multi-stage area 
sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, 
etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, 
motels, etc), and covers about one-half of 
one per cent of the population of New South 
Wales. The survey sample is reselected 
after each quinquenntal Census of 
Population and Housing- The reselected 
sample of dwellings, based on 1981 Census 
results was Introduced In the October 1982 
survey. Information on sample design and 
selection Is given In the Technical Note In 
The Labour Force, Australia, 1978 (6204.0). 


5. Reviston of serlfes. Labour force 
survey estimates back to February 1978 have 
been recalculated to conform to revised 
population estimates which take account of 
the 1981 Census. Revised estimates back to 
February 1978 were published Tn an Appendix 
to the February 1984 Tssue of thts 
publicatton. In addition, foflow!ng the 
change In offfctal population estimates to 
a place of usual restdence basis after the 
1981 Census, the population benchmarks used 
In the derfvatton of fabour force survey 
estimates are comp!led according to place 
of usual residence. For an expfanation of

7. Labour force concepts and definitions. 

(a) The concepts and definittons used fn 
the monthty labour force survey conform 
closely to those recommended by the 
Internationa! Labour Organtsation. The 
labour force comprises alf persons In scope 
who, during the survey week, were employed 
or unemployed as defined In Explanatory 


Notes 7(b) and 7(c) below. The survey week 
comprises the seven days preceding the 
Interview week (see Exptanatory Note 3 
above). The activities of persons In this 
period of reference are used In determining 
the ctassification of those who are 
emptoyed. tn addition to this week, the 3 
weeks preceding ft are also constdered In 
Identifying the unemployed. More detalied 
definitions .of these two groups follow. 


(b) Employed persons. 
1. These comprise all clvJtfans aged 15 
and over who, durtng the survey week: 

» worked for one hour or more for pay, 
proftt, commfsstfon or payment fn kind 
(Including empfoyees, employers and 
self-employed persons) In a Job or 
bustness, or on a farm; or 

+ worked for 15 hours or more without 
pay In a famtty business or on a farm 
(lee. unpaid family helpers); or 

« were employees who had a Job but were 
not at work and were: on pald leave; 
on teave without pay for tess than 
four weeks up to the end of the 
survey week; stood down without pay 
because of bad weather or plant 
breakdown at thelr place of 
employment for less than four weeks 
up to the end of the survey week; on 
strike or locked out; on workers! 
compensation and expected to be 
returning to thelr job; or recefving 
wages or satary while undertaking 
full-time study; or 

+ were employers “or self-employed 
persons who had a job, bustness or 
farm, but were not at work. 

tf. These employed persons can be 
classified tnto: 

+ full-time workers (f.e. those who 
usua}ly work 35 hours or more a week 
and others who, although. usualtty 
part-time workers, worked 35 hours or 
more during the survey week); and 

» part-time workers (f.e. those who 
usuaftly work less than 35 hours a 
week, and who did so during the 
survey week). 


Persons who held more than one job are 
counted only once - In the job In which 
they worked most hours during the survey 
weeke 


{c) Unemployed persons comprise all 
clvtifans aged 15 and over who were not 
employed during the survey week, and: 

1. had actively looked for fult-time or 
part-time work at any time In the four 
weeks up to the end of the survey week, 
and: 
+» were avatlable for work in the survey 

week, or would have been avallable 
except for temporary tl!ness (t.e. 
lasting for fess than four weeks to 
the end of the survey week); or 
- were walting to start a new job 
within four weeks from the end of the 
survey week, and would have started 
In the survey week ff the Job had 
been avallable then; or 
{!. were walting to be called back to a 
full-time or part-time job from which 
they had been stood down without pay 
for less than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week (Including the whole 
of the survey week) for reasons other 
than bad weather or plant breakdown. 


(da) Actively looking for work tncludes 
writing, telephoning or applying !n person 
to an employer for work; answering a 
newspaper advertisement for a job; checking 
factory or Commonwealth Employment Service 
notice boards; being registered with the 
Commonwealth Empftoyment Service; checking 
or regfstertng with any other employment 
agency; advertising or tendertng for work; 
and contacting friends or relatives. 


Note. The figures shown tn this 
publication for the number of persons 
unemployed should not be confused with 
those Issued by the Commonwealth Department 
of Employment and t!ndustriat Relations. 
These fatter figures represent the number 
of persons registered as unemployed 
awaiting placement with the Commonwealth 


Employment Service. 


Ce) Persons not [In the labour force are 
those who, during the survey week, were not 
In the categories temptoyed* or 
‘unemptoyed', as defined above. They 
Inctude persons who were keep!ng house 
(unpatd), attending an educational 
Institution (schoot, unfversity, etc.), 
retired, voluntarfily Inactlve, permanently 
unable to work, Inmates of InstItuttons 
(hospItais, gaolts, sanatorta, etc.), 
tralnee teachers, members of contemplative 
relfgfous orders, and persons whose only 
activity during the survey week was jury 
service or unpafd voluntary work for a 
charitable organssation. 


(f) Duration of unemployment Is the pertod 
from the time the person began looking for 
work or was fatd off to the end of the 
survey week. Thus the survey measures 
current Cand conttnutng) perfods of 
unemployment rather than completed spells. 
Pertods of unemptoyment are recorded [n 
complete weeks and this results In a stfght 
understatement of duration. Average (mean) 
duration ts the duration obtatned by 
dividing the aggregate number of weeks a 
group has been unemployed by the number of 
persons tn that group. 


(g) Unemployed persons classified by 
industry and occupation. Unemp toyed 
persons who had worked full-time for two 
weeks or more In the last two years are 
classiffled according to the Industry and 
occupation of their most recent full-time 
Job. 

Ch) Marital status. In the Jabour force 
survey, persons are ctassiffed as marrted 
or not married. Marital status fs 
determined from Information supplied by the 
respondent about the Ifndfvidual concerned 
and, where the person was reported as belng 
marrted, about the Ifving arrangements of 
persons usually restdent In the household. 
Marital status does not therefore 
necessarftly reflect legal statuse Persons 
are classiffed as marrted ff they are 
reported as belng marrlted (Including de 
facto) and thelr spouse was a usua 
restdent of the household at the time of 
the survey. The not marrted category 
Inctudes persons who have never married, or 
are separated, widowed or divorced, as well 
as those who, although reported as belfng 
marrled, dtd not have a spouse who usually 
lived In the household. Persons who |Ive 
tn a de facto relationship but do not 
volunteer thls Information when asked 
whether they are marrted are classffled as 
not married. In conjunctton with the 
revision of estimates back to February 1978 
to conform to revised population estimates, 
the new definttion of marital status 
outlifned above was adopted. Consequently, 
estimates of marital status contained fn 
this publication are not comparable with 
estimates published before the February 
1984 tssue of thls publIcation. This 


reviston to the marita! status 
classtficatton has been undertaken In two 
parts. Firstly, for atl surveys from 


February 1978, persons who reported that 
they were separated, were reclassifled as 
not married (prevfously Included as 
married). Secondly from June 1983 onwards, 


fn additfon to fncluding persons reported 
as separated, the not married category 
{nctudes persons, who afthough reported as 
marrfed, dfd not, at the time of the 
survey, have a spouse who was a usual 
resident of the household.

li. Retfabfifty of the estimates. Since 
the estimates fn this publficatfon are based 
on information obtained from occupants of a 
sample of dwellings, they, and the 
movements derived from them may differ from 
figures that would have been obtained if 
the Information had been collected from 
occupants of all dwellfings (using the same 
questionnatre and fntervfewfng procedures). 
One measure of the Ifkely difference fs 
given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent to which an estimate 
might have varfed by chance because only a 
sample of dwelttings was fnctuded {fn the 
surveys A Technical Note, showfng the 
Hikely standard errors relating to sample 
estimates, fs shown at the end of this 
publicatton.

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TECHNICAL NOTE 


Estimation Procedure 


1. The fabour force estimates are derived 
from the monthly population survey by use 
of a complex ratio estimation procedure. 
This procedure ensures that the survey 
estimates conform to an _ independently 
estimated distribution of the population by 
age and sex, rather than to the age and sex 
distribution within the sample itself. 


Rellabl lity of the Estimates 


2. Two types of error are possible In an 
estimate based on a sample survey: 
sampling error and non-samp!ing error. The 
sampling error is a measure of the 
variabillty that occurs by chance because a 
sample, rather than the entire population, 
Is surveyed. Since the estimates In this 
publicatton are based on Information 
obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, the estimates and the movements 
derived from them are subject to sampling 
variability; that Is, they may differ from 
the figures that would have been obtalned 
if all dwellings had been Included in the 
surveye One measure of the IIkely 
difference Ts given by the standard error 


which Indicates the extent to which an 


estimate might have varted by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was 
Included. There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate wil! differ by 
less than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtalIned if all 
dwellings had been included and about 


nineteen chances in twenty that the 
difference will be less than two standard 
errors. The standard error can also be 


expressed as a percentage of the estimate, 


and this is known as the relative standard 


errore 


3. Space does not allow for the separate 
indication of the standard errors of all 
estimates In thls publication. Standard 
errors of estimates derived from the survey 
and of monthly, quarterly and = annual 
movements since February 1978 (except those 
movements spanning September/October 1982) 
can be determined by using the table below. 
Detalls of standard errors for estimates 
and of annual movements prior to February 


1978 are contained in The Labour Force, 


Australia, 1978 (6204.0). The standard 


errors of quarterly movements for pertods 
prior to February 1978 were published In 
the Technical Note In the November 1977 
issue of this publication. Details of the 
standard errors of monthly, quarterly and 
annual movements spanning September/October 
1982 were published In the November 1983 
Tssue of this publication. 


4. Standard errors of estimates can be 
determined from columns 1, 2 and 3 in the 
table below, as follows: 


\f the estimate obtained from the 
sample is 100,000 (see column 1) the 
standard error is 3,900, fee. 3.9 per 
cent of the estimate, and there are 
about two chances in three that the 
true figure Is within the range 96,100 
to 103,900 and about nineteen chances 
in twenty that this figure Is between 
92,200 and 107,800. As the standard 
errors In the table show, the smaller 
the estimate, the higher Is the per 
cent (relative) standard error. 


5e The movement in the fevel of an 
estimate is also subject to sampling 
variabitity. The standard error of the 
movement depends on the levels of the 
estimates from which the movement is 
obtained rather than on the size of the 
movement. Standard errors of monthly 
movements are given fin column 4 of the 
table below. The standard error of the 
monthly movement is read against the larger 
of the two estimates appearing In column 1 
from which the movement is derived. An 
exampte of the use of column 4 is as 
follows: 


if the estimates for two successive 
months are 480,000 and 500,000 (lee. an 
tnerease of 20,000), this column shows 
that the standard error of the monthly 
movement wil! be 5,100 (the figure 
shown in the column against 500,000 In 
cotumn 1). That is, there are about 
two chances fn three that the monthly 
movement Iles between 14,900 and 25,100 
and about nineteen chances in twenty 
that it lies between 9,800 and 30,200. 
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66 ‘ Standard errors of quarterly and 
annual movements are explained in the 
footnote to the table below. 


7. The standard errors of estimates 
relating to agricultural! employment are 
generally somewhat higher than the standard 
errors of other estimates of the same 
magnitudes The standard errors for Sydney 
Statistical Diviston are approximately the 
same as for New South Wales as a whole. 


8. The relative standard errors of 
estimates of average duration of 
unemployment are obtained by first finding 
the relative standard error of the estimate 
of the total number of persons contributing 
to the estimate (see table below) and then 
multiplying the figure so obtained by 1.5. 


9. The reliability of an estimated 
percentage or rate, computed by using 
sample data for both numerator and 
denominator, depends upon both the size of 
the numerator and the size of the 
denominator. However, the relative 
standard error of the estimated percentage 
or rate will generalty be stightly tower 


sampling errors. 


than the relative standard error of the 
estimate of the numerator. The relative 
standard errors of the numerator can be 
obtained from cotumn 3 In the table below. 


10. The impreciston due to sampling 
varfability, which ts measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused with 
Inaccuracies that may occur because of 
Imperfections In reporting by respondents, 
errors made in collection such as in 
recording and coding of data, and errors 
made In processing the data. Inaccuracies 
of this kind are referred to as non- 
They may occur In any 
enumeration, whether {t be a full count or 
a sample. Every effort fs made to reduce 
non-sampting errors to a minimum by careful 
design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers, 
and efficient operating procedures. 


11. Estimates below 4,500 have been 
excluded from this publication because they 
are subject to samp!ing varfabltity too 
high for most practical purposes. Although 
figures for these smafl components can in 
some cases be derived by subtraction, they 
should not be regarded as reliable.
